These little chaps do a world of thinking. 
Vur little three year old grandchild told her 
mother she didn’t want to go to heaven.

I was 
sitting at the breakfast table at a hotel the 
other day and opposite me was a good looking 
couple with their little girl between them. 

The 
little girl said, ‘‘Mamma, you betterjhurry up, 
or you won’t get to kiss papa—he’s going to 
slip off from you again.” We all smiled, and 
the mother blushed and took the little tell- 
tale away quick.

behooves us to be careful and do right.

Read aloud to 
them at night when you find anything that 
will interest or entertain them. : 

‘‘Papa,if you had to be an animal,what animal 
would vow ratherbe?’’ Weli, I didn’t know, 
and so we a’! discussed it, and they tried the 
canary and the mocking bird and the elephant 
and the lionand horse and cow and the peca- 
fow], and at last settled down on 4 five hun- 
dred dollar dog. The birds had to be kept in 
a cage, or if they were free the boys would 
shoot at them or break up their nests and 
eatch their young. The elephant was 
hunted down or had to go round with 
the circus. The horse had a good time 
with a good master, but he- couldent stay In 
the house and lie by the fire and be caressed 
like the dog.

CAPTAIN WILLIAMS. 


Reminiscences of His Father, 
William Fort Williams, 


And of Andrew Jackson and the Widow’s 


Hearth—Battle of New 
Orleans. 


Tennessee, on the 27th of March, 1828. He 
belonged to an old and historic family of Ten- 
nessee, of which patriotism was a heritage. 
His ancestors and himself have taken their 
full share in the three great wars of this couti- 


for whom he was named, was a revolutionary 
soldier and settled in 1787 in Robinson county, 
now Tennessee, then, however, a part of the 
territory of North Carolina. His son, William 
Fort Williams, the father of Captain Williams, 
was born in Robinson county in 1793. William 
Fort Williams intermarried with Miss Ann H. 
Copeland, who lived in Grainger county, Ten- 
nessee. Her father, William Copeland, came 
from near Edenton, North Carolina, and in the 
year 1808 settled in Tennessee. 

William Fort Williams, after the death of 
his father-in-law, became the owner of the 
old homestead of the Copeland family, which 
was a large body of land famous for its fertility, 
clover and grasses, and for the beautiful val- 
ley in which it wassituated, as well as the mag- 
nificent range of the Clinch mountains, that 
lay like a sleeping giant a few miles to the 
north. William Fort Williams, the father of 
Captain Williams,though younger, was contem- 
porary with Andrew Jackson. The latter, 
then an attorney-at-law, lived in the adjoining 
county of Hawkins, at Rodgersville. It was 
there that Andrew Jackson built the widow’s 
hearth. The hearth and the little log house 
all remained at Rogersville up to th® 
late war, and the hearth, composed of 
large ilat rocks, was poimted out to 
strangers as a monument ofthe nobitity of 
Andrew Jackson, thatwhen the widow was 
helpless and without assistance, Jackson pro- 
cured the rock and built the hearth with his 
own hands. But-we will pass on with our his- 
tory, to where we tind William Fort Williams 
engaged in fighting the battles of his country 
under Andrew Jacksonin the second war of

The first battle was fought nine 
miles below New Orleans. A history of those 
times will explain the situations. ‘The 
British army numbering 12,000 came in a fleet 
of fifty vessels from Jamaica. Sir Edward 


| Packengham, brother-in-law of the duke of 


Wellington, was commander of the invading 
forces.’’ This engagement is described in a 
few lines as fellows: 

“On the night of the 23d, General Jackson 
sent a schooner down the Mississippi to bom- 
bard the British camp, while at the same time 
heand General Coffee advanced with 2,000 
Tennessee riflemen to attack Packenham’s 
camp in front. After a bloody assault Jackson 
was compelled to retire, the enemy losing most 
in the engagement.”’ 

But this was only the prelude tothe great 
battle. Jackson had checked the British ad- 
vance until he was ready to meet them ina de- 
cisive conflict. 

*‘Packenham now made arrangements tolead 
his whole army in a grand assault on 
American. lines. Jackson was ready. 


On the morning of the mem- 
orable Sth of January the British moved for- 
ward. They went toa terrible fate. he bat- 
tle began with the light of the early morning, 
and was ended before 9 o’clock. Packenham 
column after column against the 


And thus the historian chronicles the deadly 
fire of those riflemen. 

‘*Every discharge of the Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky ridemen told with awful effect on the 
exposed veterans of England. Packenham 
in trying to raily his men was killed. 
General Gibbs, second in command, 
was mortaily wounded. General Keene fell 
disabled. Only General Lambert was left to 
call the shattered fragments of the grmy from 
the field. Never was there in a great battle 
such disparity of losses. Of the British fully 
seven hundred were killed, fourteen hundred 
wounded and five hundred taken prisoners. 
The American loss amounted to eght killed 
and thirteen wounded’”’ 

After peace William Fort Williams returned 
home, where he spent the remainder of his life 
on his farm, in the peaceful pursuits ofagri- 
culture until ho died in the year 1840. 

Captain William M. Williams was only 
twelve years old at the death of his father 
and his early life after leaving college was 
spentonthe farm providing for his mother 
and sisters. 

In the year 1549 he engaged with Messrs. 
Williams & Co. as pirneers in the navigation 
of the Tennessee river by steamboats. ‘There 
were no railroads in those days in that part of 
Tennessee, and the vast products of that coun- 
try, the grain, flour and Secon were shipped 
down the Tennessee river and distributed from 
Chattanooga to New Orleans. Williams & 
Co. were large capitalists, and none did more 
to develop the vast resources of East Ten- 
nessee than they. Thesenior member of the 
firm,*Mr. James Willams, who wasa cousin 
to Captain W iliiams,was distinguished as a po- 
litical writer of much ability, and for his ser- 
vices to the democratic party, was appointed 
by Mr. Buchanan minister of the United 
States to Constantanople. 

In the year 1855 Captain Williams came to 
Atlanta -to cast his fortunes with our 
young and growing city. It was then 
called the gate city, but its prodi- 
| gious growth since was hardly probable 

atthattime. For about two years he was 
cashier of the Bank of Fulton, which was 
then located on the present site of the Atlanta 
National bank. 

In the year 1858 he ‘engaged in the whole- 
sale grocery business with his brother, Major 
Thomas Williams, who together conducted a 
large and lucrative business up to the summer 
of 1861, when Captain Williams joined the 
confederate army and went to the 
front as seeond lieutenant of tHe Fulton 
Dragoons, who were mustered into General 
Tom Cobb’s legion, of General Wade Hamp- 
ton’s cavalry. In 1862 he returned to Atlanta, 
and raised a second company of dragoons, of 
which he was chosen captain.

In our last issue we pointed out some of the 
misstatements of an interpolated and garbled 
copy of areportof the Ohio dairy and food 
commission, extensively advertised, but as we 
could. not spare all the pages of that issue that 
would have been necessary for a full expose of 
this royal report, we have again to refer to it, 
to show that this ingenious device for unfair 
competition acted like a boomerang. One of 
the powders sought to be injured in the bogus 
report was that made by a c@mpetitive firm. 
A careful perusal of the genuine report shows 
that this very powder contains over 3 per cent. 
more cream of tartarand 8 per cent. less of 
filler or starch, giving off one-twelfth more 
carbonic acid gas than the Royal, thus prov- 
ing that the Royal is by no means the best 
baking powder mentioned in that report. 

The royal editors of the bogus report having 
laid considerable stress upon the amount of 
residuum in baking powders, it may be as well

STATEMENT FROM COMMISSIONER HURST. 


To the Editor: 

About two months ago I published my offi- 
cial circular No. 6, on the composition of bak- 
ing powders, and incladed in it the analysis of 
thirty brands of this class of goods which were 
generally sold and used in Ohio. I did this for 
the information of the people of the state, who 
were consumers of these goods, but who had 
not the opportunity of knowing their chemical 
composition, and having laid before them the 
plain analysis, left them free to choose for 
themselves. I had no thought or wish to favor 
any particular brand or varietv of powders, 
and gave no personal opinion as to their re- 
spective merits. I simply stated the facts that 
were;generally acknowledged, and the ques- 
tions that were still unsettled in regard to this 
class of goods, and left the purchaser free to 
buy or use whichever brand he preferred. 

One month ago there appeared in your jour- 
naland in many of the leading papers of the 
state, a false and garbled statement which does 
this commission great injustice, and which I 
apprehend was published in the interest of the 
Royal Baking Powder company. This false 
and garbled statement makes quotations from 
my circular without using quotation marks, 
and so mingles and bleuds its statements, inter- 
pretations and comments with the language of 
the circular as to leave the impression that the 
article was semi-offlicial. This article—pre- 
tending to quote, bug distorting and misrepre- 
senting my Official circular as it did—wasa 
most tlagrant abuse of an oflicial paper. It was 
greatly misleading, and the publication of such 
a document was wholly unjustifiable.

chastisement, and throws women and ehildren in 
chains with the most hardencd male crimina!s. 
That ptts libertines in charge ot females, and causes 
women, in order to secure kind treatment, to be- 
come the mi;tresa of the guard; that causes men to 
be stripped and beaten with clubs and trace ehains 
till disabled, or death produced; that permits the 
half cladding of the convicts, and often permits the 


convict to go as long as months without change of 


clothes, a id with food that produces scurvey.”” . 

Goes on to commend the course of such 
Statesmen as Hon. Mr.Huff, Hon. W.H.Felton 
and Hon. Mr. Scofield, and then demands 
that the 140,000 negro voters, or 
Afrieo - Americans, as the resolution 
calls them, to vote for no man unless hepledges 
himself tothe modification or change of the 
system, and thenadds: 


Resolved, That we recommend that the state take 
charge of the convicts, and work them to the*best 


advantage of the state, and forthe prevention of the 


commission of crime. 
, NEGROES ON THE JURY. 

There were offered resolutions looking to 
putting of a larger percentage of negroes on the 
jury. Itis related that negroes make four- 
tenths of the population of this state; and they 
are arged in every county to meet at monthly 
or yearly gatherings, and urge in a respectful 
way the jury coffmission to put more colored 
tax payers onthe jury lists. The demand for 
places in the jury box cropped out during the 
proceedings, and appears to have been one of 
the main points that disturbed the convention. 

NINE MONTHS’ COUNTRY SCHOOLS WANTED. 

On the question of education, the convention 
indorsed the Blair bill by repeated resolutions. 
Deprecated *‘the cowardly act of the Georgia 
legislature in withdrawing the $8,000 from the 
Atlanta university and not appropriating it to 
the education or advancement of the negro 
race.’’ On the subject of co-education of the 
races, the following resolution was passed: 


Resolved, That while we do not ask for co-edvuea 
tion, we condesfn at the same time any attempt by 
legislation revent co-education. We inaorse the 
manly of the teachers of the Atlanta univers- 


A committee was appointed with the reques 
that Dr. Haygood co-operate, urging the legis- 
lature to supplement the school fund s0 as to 


keep the scho@s’ running nine months in the 


country districts. A resolution demanding 
normal schools for white and black was passed, 


and the legislature was again condemned for 
providing a state technological school for the 


whites and not providing one for the negroes. 
AS TO RAILROAD DISCRIMINATION. 

Another subject that ran through the dis- 
cussion was the discrimination between the 
races on the railroads. It was recited that: 

In the face of our growing wealth culture, and 
intellect, we are denied on account of our color, the 
accommodations accorded the lowest vagabond of 
the white race, though we have to pay as the rich- 
est Nabob of the white race, 

The resolutions go on to recite that the most 
barbarous discriminations are made against ne- 
croes on the raijroads and public highways in 
compelling them to purchase first class tickets 
and then making them ride in smoking cars, 

After this matter was discussed and elabor- 
ated, the following resolution was passed: 

Resolved, Thatevery wember of this counven 
tion be instructed to go home and instruct our peo- 
ple to-vote forno man, white or black, democrat or 
republican, that will not pledge us that he will use 
every effort to puta stop to this most diabolical 
practice. 

tesolved, further, That in the event ofa failure to 
correct theapwrong in this mode of treatment, that 
we abstain as much as possible from traveling on 
such railroads, and patronize those railroads that 
treat us best. 

THE TEMPERANCE QUESTION. 

When a resolution was offered to appoint a 
committee on temperance, ‘t was resisted by 
Mr. Pledger, and others, who had been 
prominent as anti-prohibitionists, A motion 
to lay iton the table was defeated, and the 
committee was appointed. The following 
resohitions were adopted. 

We, your committee on temperance, beg Icave to 
submit the following report: | 

Believing that God looks with disfavor upon the 
use of liquor, and that the habit of liquor drinking 
is ruinous to the best int-rests of any people, destroy- 
ing manbood, homes and families, defenseless 
women and children, yea, the very lifellood of the 
nation, and especially our race, we d>em it impera 
tive duty to set forth our position tothe people of 
Georgia, upon this §mostimportant sub- 
ject. We pledge our support to 
Unis great reform, and recommend 
that every man in Georgia lend his support to the 
suppression of the liquor evil. 

At the close of the convention, the commit- 
tee on resolutions prepared a platform. We 
give the order in which reforms were urged as 
indicating their importance in the eyes of the 


members: 

First. Reform was demanded in the jury list. 

24. In discriminations in common Carriers, 

3d. The withdrawal of the money from the At- 
lanta university was denounced, 

4th. The abolition of the penitentiary syetem was 
demanded 

5th. The protection of the negro at the ballot was 
demanded. . 

6th. The negroes were urged to organize in every 
county for legislative race. 

7. ‘rhe members were urged to vote for the friends 
of education. 

8. A well regulated militia was indorsed, and it 
was demanded that “official recognition’ be im- 
partially distributed to all classes of citizens who 
are voluntarily connected with the service.

Over the “Lost Eye” Legend— 
Another Mulhatton. 


He Explains How Horace Greeley Was In- 
duced to Sign His Bail Bond—Health 
of Dixzie’s Ex-President. 


New OrteEans, La., March 26.—Some days 
ago the Cincinnati Enquirer published a letter 
from its correspondent Gath containing a state- 
ment that Jefferson Davis lost an eye in an en- 
counter with a wild westerner when the ex- 


president of the confederacy was a young lieu- 
7 


tenant stationed in the northwest. 

Gath asserted that the story was told him 
by Colenel Smith, Horace Greeley’s son-in-law, 
who claimed as his informant an old army ofti- 
cer named A. J. Center, of Connecticut. 

The story was, in brief, this: When Davis 
was a lieutenant stationed in Wisconsin, he 
aud Center were one day playing billiards, 
when a white man who was doing work at the 
fort broke his ox-yoke and asked Major Twiggs, 
the officer in command, to get him out of his 
difficulty. Twiggs said: “Go over to the 
quarters and ask Lieutenat Davis to give you 
one. 

The man did as he was bidden, and going to 
where Davis was playing billiards said: “ Lieu- 
tenant Davis, Major Twiggs told me to ask you 
to give me an ox-yoke for my team.” Davis 
paid no attention to the man, being apparent- 
ly absorbed in the game of billiards. The re- 
quest was several times repeated without Lieu- 
tenant Davis noticing in any way the speaker, 
who, perceiving he was being insulted, repaid 
the suub by a blow over the left eye, which 
felled Dayis to the ground. The countryman’s 
hlow stunned Davis, and, after he was brought 
to, inflammation set in and affected the eye so 
it became useless. Indeed, Center said, it was 
thought fora while Davis would go blind en- 
tirely, but the damage was done with the loss 
of one eye. 

When your correspondent met Mr. Davis 
yesterday he was heldene this slip in his hand 
and seemed to read it with a feeling of amuse- 
ment which overpowered any resentment he 
might haye naturally felt at being so misrep- 
resented. . 

“Of course,’’ he said, ‘‘there is not a word of 
truth in it from beginning toend. He begins 
by making his authority for the story Center, 
who was an ofticer-in the Fifth United States 
Infantry, and a gentleman incapable of telling 
the falsehood attributed to him. He and 
were at West whe together, and although we 
served in the northwest later,at the same time, 
we were never in the same regiment, and nev- 
er stationed at the same post. We never played 
billiards together, for several reasons, one of 
which was I never played a game in my life, 
and another was that there never was a bil- 
liard-table at any place where I ever served. 
Major Twiggs was commander of the post 
when I was charged with the construction of 
Fort Winnebago, and while many ox-teams 
were emploved in the work they all belonged 
to the government, and all teamsters were sol- 
diers on extra duty.. There was, therefore, no 
countryman who could have been sent for an 
ox-yoke, and I would have required no mes- 
sage torepairsuch an accident to one of the 
ox-teams of which I had charge. The report 
of the attack made on me by thé snubbed 
countryman isa base falsehood. The injury 
to one of my eyes which now exists was caused 
by a severe inflammation, which occurred in 
Washington when I was United States sena- 
tor there. If tnis miserable slander oviginates 
with the son-in-law of Horace Greeley, it isa 
pity that kind and philanthropic man should 
have so disgraceful a connection.” 

Mr. Davis recalled, with much gratitude, the 
circumstances of the signing of his bail bond 
by Horace Greeley, and of the self-sacrificing 
devotion to principle he showed on that occa- 
sion. It will be remembered that Andy Jolin- 
son refused to grant Mr. Davis the benefit of 
the writ of habeas corpus unless sustained by 
some of the most prominent northern en, 
and named as those who should be as his bonds- 
men Horace Greeley and Gerrit Smith, of 
New York, and Governor Andrew, of Mas- 
sachasetts. Mr. O’Connor, Davis’ counsel, ap- 
plied to Greley, who hesitated on account of 
the heavy loss it would be to him in the loss of 
circulation it would inevitably cost his paper. 
This was reported to Johnson, who, neverthe- 
less, persisted in demanding Greeley, and who, 
finding the president inflexible, signed Mr. 
Davis’ bond, declaring he did it in the name 
of justice, liberty and humanity. 

“Mr. Greeley,’ said Mr. Davis, ‘is often re- 
ported to have done this on account of friend- 
ship to me, and at the importunity & my wife, 
and 1 wish to state that both stories are untrue, 
and I never spoke to him in my life until after 
he had signed my bond, when I went up to 
him and shook hands with him.” é 

Mr. Davis is looking better just now than for 
some time past. He has passed considerable 
time lately at his place upon the Mississippi, 
near Vicksburg, and has lately returned with 
his wife ard daughter to Beauvoir. On pleas- 
ant days he is fond of running over to this city 
and spending a few hours with his old friends.

The 
troupe came to grief out west, and the best 
I can say of what followed is that 
I got home to New York without walking. No 
sooner had I reached Broadway than I went 
into a new business. I became aclown. The 
first acqnaintance I met offered the opportu- 
nity, saying that he was going to Cuba witha 
‘circus and that there was pressing need for 
one of those useful butts whom the ringmaster 
rpetually cracks with. his whip, and whom 
t is the business of everybody in the sawdust 
arena to ntaltreat and deride—often with per- 
fect justice, I used to think before I put on the 
cap and bells. 

‘Come,’’ he was kind enough to add, ‘‘you 
need have no doubis, you are a natural, in- 
stinctlve, true-born clown. And even if you 
were not vou can imitate any and every clown 
you ever saw. So jpocket your pride, take 
sixty doilars a week,learn four songs and 
twenty very  white-haired and _round- 
shouldered old jokes, and come along.”’ 

The backers and managers were Cubans and 
lived in the Saragosa ‘hotel in East Fourth 
street while they were fitting out for the voy- 

e. Iwentto live there, also, for every- 
thing that I undertake I do with intense en- 
thusiasm, and I determined to learn Cuban as 
quickly as possible and astonish every one by 
singing a song or cracking some jokes in that 
language. In due tine we set sail on a jour- 
ney I never shall forget. We voyaged in-a 
sailing vessel, through a summer sea, be- 
neath a perpetually cloudless sky. We 
stopped at Nassau, and showed there with 

reat success, to float afterwards for days in 
Blue pathways, between white isles fringed 
with palms. It is,idle for me to dwell, even for 
this loving instant on that experience, and vet 
it was dreamful, so poetic, so utterly certain 
never to be repeated in its sensations, now that 
I am older and more practical, that I literally 
tear myself from the recollection. There were 
mapy more days of it tocome when we skirted 
the bold eastern palisaded end of Cuba, and 
then clung alinost within the influence of the 
breakers as the good bark (with the madden- 
ingly unpoetic name of “The Obijah Law- 
rence’’), crept past the forest-clad heights, 
the white edged bays and curves and the 
laughing plantations of the gem of the An- 
tilles. The journey was interrupted by long 
“stands” at Guantanamo, St. Jago 
and at Cienfugos. It was bold of 
us to visit these places then for the 
great revolution was in progress and evcry- 
thing was unsettled, but never did a rash ex- 
periment meet with richer reward. We plaved 
at Colon in the heart of the island, and then 
we reached Matanzas, where our vessel was to 
pick: us up and take us.to Havana. 

Let me say that up to the momentewc left 
the vessel on the other side of Cuba I had con- 
stantly soughtthe companionship of my cor- 
net. Ihada natural gift for playing musical 
instruments, and this beautiful cornet was the 
main thing I had saved from the wreck of my 
fortunes. Upon it | improvised what I thought 
Wasa sweety pretty air—a hymn tune, I sus- 

ct it sounded like—and I often, in solitude, 


. blew its soft, liquid notes from out the bell-like 


throat of my cornet. It was always in soli- 
tude, or very softly, that I played it, forI 
deemed it extravagantly sweet and meant 
some day to fit a hymn to it, adapt a psalm to 
its notes. or in some way utilize it to give me 
fame as I conceitedly thought. Alas! at Cien- 
fuegos my cornet was stolen and J never had 
the heart to play the tune on any other instru- 
ment. 

One day in Matanzas I was spending some 
idle hours on an Americari man of war, whose 
officers had formed my acquaintance. A 
steamer from New York slipped into the 
harbor just at dusk, and cast her anchofs close 
tothe warship. There was the usual noise 
and bustle, and the little harbor boats that 


_. Swarm like mosquitoes around sucha vessel, 


and by which passengers are put ashore, 
obtained their loads and faded away in the 
twilight. At one moment, three of these little 
boats were moving almost side by side across 
the water close astern of the vessel I was on, 
I could scarce believe’ my ears; I did not 
credit what they told me—yet, there could be 
no mistake, for it was repeated and carried 
back to me in a long drawn’ whisper 
of melody—my cornet’s offspring, my own 
absolute and unquestionable invention, mv 
pretty hymn tune. :

After looking them over, to see if perchance 
any gir}or woman J] had ever known was 
among them, and finding none, I determined 
to keep the list and endeavor to discover how, 
in all the catalogue of mysteries, any one, par- 
ticularly a Cuban lady, happened to know my 
name. In leisnre hours that followed, 
sought information about every lady on .the 
list, and learned a little about three or four, 
but nothing of interest. I was introduced to 
one who stopped at the same hotel with me 
but she told ine she never had learned a tune 
in her life. 4 

I might have forgotten the matter had it not 
been that one night as I Icaued against a pole 
at the edge of the ring, ready for the time 
when I should crack my first joke, alady, one 
of a large party of people passing by to their 
seats, hummed a phrase of that identical tune 
almost literally in my ear.’ I turnéd quickly, 
the line of people passed along, and then I 
called ‘‘madam,”’ “‘senora,”’ *‘senorita,’’ and 
sprang over the ee, calling as*I ran to at- 
tract the singer. Strangely, as it seems to me, 
again L could not tell who it was among the 
half dozen women, following one after another 
close together, that had sung that snatch of 
my musical property. I touched the foremost 
one onthe arm and said, “are you American ?” 
when her escort, a powerful biack-m~zzled 
man, struck me squarely in the face and 
felled me to the ground. I cannot -iescribe 
the excitement that followed; it was almost a 
riot. The ringmaster made matters worse by 
explaining thai I was perpetrating an Ameri- 
cau joke. Thenhe calmed the people by say- 
ing that I thought I had recognized a long lost

Two days afterward, as I was hurrying to 
reach the ship, which was to take us to Ha- 
uana, not merely a phraso of that now myste- 
tious tune of mine, but the entire air rang out 
upon my ear: 
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in there had regaled me. It was a jail. 

I was just in time to go aboarl, and we 
reached Havana and “played if that capital 
two weeks. I made valuable friends im the 
city’s commercial citcles, and when the show 
broke up and embarked for New Orleans I re- 


signed and became the interpreter. and ae 


lish clerk in a slipping office. IT 
there several years, speculated in tobareo and 
whatever else offered & chance of profit, pros- 
pered greatly, and was happier and morg com- 
fortable than ever before in my life.

Industries.

What the Young Men Have Done for It® 
Good—The Coming Exposition— 
Other Matters of Interest. 


AveoustTa, Ga.,' March 31.—[Special.]—No 
city in Georgia is being more talked about by 
the people and the papers just now than Au- 
gusta. 
city has nestled in the rich Savannah valley, 
conscious of her own solvency and strength, 
and indifferent, too much so, for her own good, 
as to whether the outs:'de world found it out 
orno. For years Augustahas been dominated 
by a class of rich men who had all 
the money’ they needed themselves 
and were unconcernd abqut the advancement 
of other people or the city. But of late a lot 
of young men have come to tho front—men of 
progressive spirit and nerve, men who realized 
that Augusta was a city of exceptional natural 
advantages, and who were not afraid to throw 
her doors open to the world and bid. them en- 
ter. But it isa mistake to suppose that Au- 
gusta has been asleep all these years. True 
she has been blind io hee own interests and has 
not told the world what she was doing, but she 
has not been idle. The largest canal in the 
United Statea, with its splendid was 
ter power, and seven million dollars worth 
of factories on its banks bear  witnes- 
to the fact that Augusta has not 
been idle. Nocity in Georgia can show such 
arecord. The fact is, that Augusta put all 
her capital into cotton factories, and when, 
three years ago, the market became glutted, 
and the mills all over the country began to 
lose money, Augusta was commercially pros- 
trated. All of her energies had been expend- 
ed in this channel, all of her ventures had 
been made in this one field, and when the iron 
hand of disaster fell upon this main artery of 
her business it shut off the life blood from her 
commercial heart, and the city staggered un- 
der the pressure. 

Then it was that the young 
men began to be heard. They 
met in council with the older men, and their 
advice was, ‘‘diversify Augusta’s industries; 
don’t leave the city dependent upou one class 
of traflic alone for her prosperity.”’ 

The advice was taken. Small industries 
were organized, and the city began to look 
more to her commercial interests and to add 
them to her manufacturing ventures. The re- 
sult was soon .nanifest. Renewed life appear- 
ed on the streets and in the avenues of trade, 
and Augusta was hard at work. God helps 
them who help themselves, and the new blood 
had just begun to course through arteries of 
commerce when the city’s large manufacture 
ing interests began to revive. 

This put the city back on its feet with its 
former large resources and the additional 
strength of a people actively at work, and 
alive to their interests. All of her factories 
are now paying good dividends and making 
money right along. The King millis now at 
work upon an enlargement of its plant, which 
will give employment to seventy-five addi- 
tional hands, and the Enterprise factory is 
preparing to increase its capacity. The 
Algernon, the smallest of the mills eupon the 
canal, has just been boaght by a newcompany, 
and a charter is now being asked for under the 
name of the Warwick Manufacturing com- 
pany. This will be a $100,000 enterprise, and 
in her manufacturing Augusta is very solid. 

Last winter merchants and mill men realized 
the necessity for lower freight rates, and the 
Augusta steamboat company was organized 
and aJine of steamers was put on the Savan- 
nah river. This has already secured a reduc- 
tion of twenty per cent in rates to and from 
the coast, and other concessions must follow. 

Then came Augusta’s national exposition, 
and as soon as the idea was suggested in the 
Chronicle it was taken up by the whole city, 
and $75,000 has been subscribed for it—a larger 
sui than was ever raised by any city in the 
south for such a purpose without government 
or state aid. This exposition has been cash 
on a grand scale and will surpass all southern 
efforts except the great international exposé 
tion at New Orleans. It will embrace features 
never had in any southern exposition, and will 
present a line of attractions more varied than 
any former exposition has collected. The 
exhibits will all be under one roofand the 
building, 900x400 feet, will be the largest in 
any southern state. The music hall will be an 
attractive feature, andthe magnificent Sev- 
enth regiment band of New York has already 
been engaged to furnish the daily concerts. 
Manager Kyckman, who is now in the 
east in the interest of the exposition, 
has already secured other splendid attractions 
which will not yet be made public. Augusta 
has never thrown her doors open to the world 
before, but when she swings the gates of her 
national exposition open next fall she will 
have something worthy of the attention of the 
country, and of which Georgia may be proud.

THE FRUIT CROP. 


Reports as to Whether it Survived the Cold 


HINESNILLE, Ga., March 31 —[Special.}]— 
Our farmers are somewhat troubled about tu6 
loss of the fruit crop here. The cold came 
just asthe young peaches, pears, etc., were 
forming, and it is thought the peach crop will 
be an entire failure, while the Leconte pear, 
of which so many are produced in this county, 
has shared largely the same fate. Much of 
the young fruit has already fallen, and itis 
likely a very small proportion will remain on 
the trees. Vegetables are in good condition, 
and some are now ready for use. Irish pota- 
toes were much injuredin some instances 
where they had been allowed to come forward 
rapidly. but most of the vegetable crop is in 
good condition. Corn is growing well and rice 
is being planted. Large quantities of guano 
are being used “his season. 

Port VALLEY, Ga., March 31.—[Special. ]— 
Or» of our most observant fruit men is of the 
omuion that reports from this section as to 
damage to fruit is exaggerated. He says that 
about 75 per cent. of tlle peach crop is_ killed. 
Wild gooseplumb not injured toany great ex- 
tent, and that as much or more fruit will be 
shipped trom this place than was sent off last 
season. There will be a good many early 
peaches, many varities, of which there was no 
crop last year. We have had general heavy 
rains, and railroad traeel retarded. Now every 
thing is serene and March will doubtless go 
out under a beautiful calm sky. 

Unron J[Point, Ga., March 31.—[Special.]— 
The opinion of our best fruit growers is that 
90 per cent of the peaches are killed, Other 
fruits have not suffered so much, though in- 
jured toa great extent.

THE FRUIT PROSPECTS, 


How Mach Damage Was Done to Fruit by 
the Kecent Freeze, 


“What are fruit prospects ?’’ 

This question was asked Colonel Henderson 
yesterday, and he handed the teporter the 
following tabulated statement: 

Under date of March 26 the commissioner of 
agriculture sent the following request to the 
members of the State Horticultural society: 

Please reportthe condition and prospect of 
the fruit crop at date of receiving this, and re- 
turn immediately. 

The following is a tabulated statement of the 
replies received: 

Peaches; percentage of damage: North Georgia, 73; 
East Georgia, 75; Middie Georgia, 95; Southwest 
Georgia, 75; damage to crop of state, 79, 

Pears, percentage of damage: North Georgia, 40; 
East Georgia, 87; Middle Georgia, 50; Southwest 
Georgia, 69; damage to crop of state, 61. 

Plums, percentage of damage: North Georg’a, 30; 
Fast Georgia, 5°; Middle Georgia, 61; Southwest 
Georgia, 52; damage to crop of state, 49. 

Apy les, percentage of duinage; North Georgia, 26; 
East Georgia, 25; Middle Georgia, 22; Southwest 
Georzia, 12; damage to crop 0° state, 21. 

The damage to pears reported is confined al- 
most exclusively to the Le Conte and Keifer, 
other varieties not having bloomed. Mr. L. N. 
Berkmans, of Augusta, and others say: Can- 
not give a correct estimate for two wecks yet, 
as much of the fruit now apparently good will 
fall off. 

Mr. Samuel H. Rumph, of Marshallville, 
one of the largest fruit growers in the state, 
says: ‘*The late blooming varieties of peaches, 
such as Early Alexander, Downing, etc., that 
were not in full bloom on the 23d havea fair 
crop of young fruit, but the early blooming va- 
rieties such as Crawford’s early and late, 
White English, etc., are almost entirely killed, 
with the exception of a few favored locations, 
where a small percentage escaped uninjured.”’

For The Constitution. 

“Where can I find a short biographical 
sketch of General Blank ?’’ 

I put this question to an old citizen one day 
and i:'s answer knocked me into a cocked hat. 


~ “Suppose ron goto the general himself?’’ 


he said. 

I was never more surprised in my life. The 
few peop'e who occasionally thought of the 
old soldier, were under the impression. that he 
was dead. I lovked my friend in the face, and 
paused a moment to recall the date of the 
general’s death. 

To my astonishment I could not recollect 
when he died, nor the place where he last re- 
sided. It seemed. to me that the man had 
faded away instead of suddenly disappearing. 

“He is a bookkeeper in that factory over 
there,”’ said my com anion, 

It was hard to believe, but a few minutes 
later, after ! had climbed up to a little back 
room in the factory, I found myself face to 
face with the general. 

A whi.e-haired, mild-faced old man, with 
stooping shoulders and trembling hands. Not- 
withstanding his threadbare clothes, he looked 
like a gentleman, and when he recognized nie, 
his eyes flashed, and he was something like 
the dashing officer who had captivated the 
popular fancy during the days of the war. 

It was a mystery to me that this gallant hero 
should be occupying such a position. A bed 
in one corner of the room and a few cooking 
utensils made it plain that the old man made 
the little room his home.

The few I meet here in the 
factory know nothing of my past history, and 
it is just as well.”’ 

As I walked away from the factory it strnck 
me that my admiration for the general had 
never been more enthusiastic than it-was at 
that moment.

THE VENEZUELAN SENSATION, 


What May Really be Behind the Scheming 
Talk of Some Adventurers. 
From the New York Graphie. 

The removal of General Paez’s remains to 
Venezuela is made an occasion for another sensa- 
tional story about the political scheme behind tha8 
function, and with regard to the ambition of exe 
President Blanco, now in Varis. War with Great 
Britain is to folluw, and Colonel Gibbons will loom 
up as a patriot aud soldier, and various other ad- 
veniu ous individuals expect to become famous, or, 
which is more to the purpose, very rich out of the 
plunder to be madein the whole affair. Douodtless 
there is this much about tbe whole job, and that is 
that General Blanco expects to advance a scheme 
for a confederation of the Spanish-American re- 
publics of the northern portion of South America, 
Confederation schemes of tbat kind have always 
been favorite ones with Spanish-Amerioan states- 
men in Mexico, Central America and South Amere 
ica. Indeed, their early history was based on that 
idea. 

But the pretentious assumptions of the advere 
turers who, it is asserted, areto lead in this Vene 
zuelan-British movement, to which circulition ip 
now being given, pught to be made to hang together 
more closely as to Mates, ete., than the imaginalive 
reporter has succeeded in making them do.

MR. CARLISLE’S CHANCES VERY GOOD: 


Judge Stewart Gives His Views on the Pen- 
sion Bille—Some Figares That Are 
Alarming—Other Gossip. 


Wasurtnctox, March 31.—{Special.]—In 
case President Cleveland decides to promote 
Justice Miller to the chief fusticeship and the 
yacancy thereby created be filled from the 
fourth judicial circuit, composed of the states 
of Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia and 

North and South Carolina, Senator Jobh Ww. 

Daniels, of Virginia, is prominently mentioned 
by his many friends for the place. The fourth 
and seventh are the only two circuits not rep- 
resented at present on the bench. The seventh 
is composed of the states of Indiana, Tlinois 
and Wisconsin, and should Mr. Cleveland fail 
to appoint Mr. Carlisle, or should Mr. Carlisle 
decline, the presumption is either Indiana or 
Wisconsin will be called on te furnish a man 
for the vacancy. 

However, the democratic members of the 
house all favor Mr. Carlisle’s appointment and, 
although many outsiders oppose hum for various 
reasons, the probability is that President Cleve- 
land will cast aside other influences and grant 

the desires of the democratic representatives In 

favor of their speaker. All democrats who are 
on sufficient intimate terms with the president 
are urging upon him to make an early appoint- 
ment of chief justice. They argue that if the 
matter is delayed until May or June the senate 
may pigeon-hole the nomination until after the 
election, in hopes that a republican may suc- 
ceed him. 
JUDGE STEWART ON PENSIONS. 

Judge Stewart said today, in speaking of 
the Logan and Blair pension bills, which 
passed the house yesterday, that he had, in his 
opinion, good reasons for opposing these. He 

‘gays: 

“The people of this country are confronted 
with a great problem which is involved in this 
question. While the war ended more than 
twenty-two years ago, and there has been paid 
on account of it, up to 1880, in round numbers, 
$65,000,000,000, of which amount $407,000,000 
was for pensions, and since about $556,000,000 
had been paid for the same purpose, yet we 
have not paid more than half the cost; of the 
war. Unless we immediately move a change 
im granting pensions at the rate of $30,000,000 
annually, which, if it continues to in- 
crease as in the past, will soon reach 
$100,000,000 annually, and should this last 
forty years. as it will in ali probability, it will 

* gmount to four billion dollars, so that under a 
democratic administration it will amount to 
as much in the future as in the past.” 

“But.’’ continued the judge, “‘should the ad- 
ministration become republican, no oné can 
tell to what amount the pension fund will 
reach. This is one of the most important and 
potential questions «to the democratic party. 
The southern states pay taxes on nearly four 

* billion do!lars of property, a large amount of 
which goes to pay pensions, and if the repub- 
licans should triumph much more will be re- 
quired froim us to pay these pensions.” 

The judge is bitterly opposed to such enor- 


mous pensions, and thinks ..the domocratic 


party should take steps to cut them down. 
THE TARIFF BILL. 
The republican members of the ways and 


means committee completed their report on’ 


the tariff bill reday. The general proposition 
of making internal revenue reduction’ the 
principal and tariff the subordinate feature of 
the revenue cut. was adopted. It was gener- 
ally agreed to thata substitute for the Mills 
bill Should be presented by the republicans 
when the proper time came. A few 
features of the bill met’ with favor. From 
present appearances, it does not seem that the 
postal telegraph bill will be taken up by the 
house for some time to come. The majority 
of the members seem not only opposed to hav- 
ing the subject taken up for extended dis- 
cussion at this time, but are very averse to the 
bill, and it seems now there is no 
pass ug it.

The Union Pacific Ra‘tizvoad Funding Bill—

WASHINGTON, March 31.—In consideration 
morning hour, discussion was resmmed upon 
the.

THE WOMEN'S CONVENTION, 
Speeches by the Pioneers of Female Suf- 
frage. 

WaAsuInGton, March 31.-~The morning ses- 
sion of the international council of women was 
devoted toa “Conference of Pioneers,’’ many 
of whom were seated on the stage. A crayon 
portrait of Lucretia Mott, delegate to the great 
anti-Slavery convention held in London in 
1840 and permanently connected with many of 
the reform movements since, appropriately 
decorated with smilax and lilies, occupied a 
conspicuous place onthe platform. In gccord- 
ance with the usage of the Friends, of which 
she was a member and an accredited preacher, 
a season of Silent prayer was observed, after 
which a hymn, *‘The Reformers’’ by Whittier, 
was sung. 

Elizabeth Cady Stanton was then introduced, 
amid continued applause, as a co-laborer of 
Lucretia. Mott, at Seneca Falls, forty years 
ago. Mrs, Stanton gave a history of the get- 
ting up of the Seneca Falls convention of 1848. 
The residt of the labors of these reformers 
first, wereevident in New York, which was 
the first state to accord property rights to mar- 
ried women, 

A call was then made for those on the stage 
who were at the Seneca Falls meeting of forty 
years ago to stand up, and Amy Post, and lat 
a dozen others, arose. 

The speakers next in order were Lucy Stone, 
Henry G. Blackweil (Lucy Stone’s husband), 
Rev. Antoinette Brown Blackwell (first wo- 
man minister eyer ordained), Mary A. Grew, 
of Philadelphia, one of those present at the 
Seneca Falls meeting; Matilda Joslyn Gage, 
ex-Senaior Samuel C, Pomeroy, formerly of 
Kansas, who introduced the first. proposition 
in congress looking to woman suffrage, and 
Mrs. J. B. Lippencott (Grace Greenwood). 
The proceedings in open session ended with 
the presentation of a handsome gold badge to 
the secretary, Miss Rachel Foster, and baskets 
of tlowers to Miss Anthony, Mrs, Stanton, Mrs. 
Livermore, Mrs. Gage and Mrs. Howe. 

After the conclusionof the open session, a 
meeting of accreditedjdelegates was held and a 
constitution was adopted and officers chosen 
for a national organization of *..wmen, and also 
for an international organizaii a. 

The evening session was d<vyoted to the dis- 
cussion of ‘*Potitical Conditic’=."" Miss Helen 
H. Gardener read a paper o1.'' «in Brain,” 
and Miss Clara Heyman a: «>t. on “‘Senti- 
mentalism in Politics.” Muxdame Zadel B. 
Gustofson, of Sweden, made an interesting ad- 
dress in regard to the disfranchisemeut of 
women, laying particular stress on the neces- 
sity of prohibitio@, and was followed_by Mrs. 
Ashton Dilke, of the Women’s Liberal associa- 
tion of England, who gave an account of the 
political situation in that country. Two ses- 
sions will be held tomorrow. A religious sym- 
posium will be held in the afternoon and in 
the evening the council will be closed by an 
aldress by Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton.

STILL STRIKING 


Against the Obnoxious Buriing- 
ton Cars. 


TWO MORE COMPANIES INVOLVED. 


Conductors, Engineers, Firemen and Switch- 
men all Jolu in—Freight Traffic Nearly 
at a Siandstill Around Chicago. 


Cricaco, March 31.—The rumor that a tie 
up of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
road was decided upon at a meeting of the 
strikers late last night, proves to have been 
true. The engineers, firemen, switchmen, 
brakemen and a number of conductors of that 
road have quit work. The strike includes em- 
ployes of all divisions centering in Chicago, 
both freight and passenger. The last passen- 
ger tpain manned by a brotherhood crew left 
the union depot at 11 o'clock last’ night. 
Leaders of the striking freight men were busy 
all yesterday notifying every St. Paul employe 
of the meeting to be held, and insisting upon 
hig attendance. Incoming trainmen were met 
at the depot and hurried over to the hall. 

Fully seven ‘hundred men were present. 
This included all freight and switch engineers 
and firemen living in Chicago, and many from 
points a hundred miles away; all of the local 
switchmen and brakemen, and a large num- 
ber of freight conductors. The meeting was 
an excited and enthusiastic one. No outsiders 
were admitted, and it was not possible to as- 
certain what had been done for some time af- 
ter adjournment. From one of the men it was 
then learned that when the motion was made 
to tie up the road, it was carried without a dis- 
senting voice. 

This strike, which by tonight may include 
every division of the St. Paulsystem, is the 
result of yesterday’s work atthe yards. The 
men are incensed Over the action of the com- 
pany in employing new engineers and firemen 
and conductors, who have acted as engineers, 
to take their places. Many of the men regard- 
ed Thursday’s strike as a trivial affair, and ex- 
pected that the company would gracefully con- 
cede, and makea binding promise not to re- 
ceive “(’’ cars. Instead, the company accept- 
ed the situation and commenced filling the 
places of the strikers at once. This is the real 
cause of the strike that promises to be a long 
and desperate one. expected 
by otticials of company 
that a committee would be appointed 
at last night’s meeting and a conference held 
at which a satisfactory settlement could be 
reached. A tacit agreement of this kind was 
made yesterday afternoon, and oflicers of the 
road met at Division Superintendent Collins’s 
office to awaitthe result of the meeting. These 
gentiemen waited and waited, but the commit- 
tee never came. In the excitement of the oc- 
casion the committee was overlooked by the 
strikers, and after waiting until midnight, the 
officials went to their hotels unconscious of the 
fact that their road was tied up. 

When the news was brought to Assistant 
General Superintendent’ Earling, at an early 
hour this morning, he refused to say anything. 
The strike was not declared by any organiza- 
tion of the brotherhood, at least not formally. 
The men say that it is entirely an individnal 
action on their part. Even if the strike ex- 
tends no further than at this writing the effect 
will be a practical suspension of businesson the 
entire system. 

The Pan-Handle switchmen struck work at 
midnight. They had been on the verge of a 
strike for several hours owning to dissatisfac- 
tion resulting from the receiving of a ‘‘Q’’ 
freight train. The men all quit at 12 o’clock, 
and returned after being out half an hour. The 
engineers took their engines out of the round- 
house and commenced work, but the switch- 
men quit again at 1:50 o'clock this morning, 
and declared that not a man would go to work 
at 7 o’clock, when the day men were due to go 
on duty. ; 

The strike on the Pan Handle road was end- 
ed by the official of the road showing that the 
shifting of the Burlington cars, which caused 
it, had been done by some of the minor officials 
and that none of the workmen had been asked 
to handle Burlington cars. About 10 o’clock 
a train of fifteen cars was made up and quietly 
transferred to the Fort Wayne road while at 
about the same time another train of twenty- 
five cars was inade up for the Lake Shore road 
and started out with forty Pinkerton men 
aboard, who had provided themselves with 
rocks to use in an emergency. No strikers 
were to be seen and the transfers were made 
without the slightest hindrance. 

When the Fort Wayne men were ordered to 
move these cars, the men promptly refused 
and run their engines in. The news spread 
from one engine to another, and in afew mo- 
ments all crews in the yards had quit work— 
engineers, firemen and switchmen. Just at 
this time the 2:30 Fort Wayne passenger, out- 
ward bound from the union depot, came along 
and stopped at 16th street. The engineer and 
fireman learned of the strike and left their en- 
gine, and foratimeit looked as though the 
train would get no further, but Conductor 
Fenally volunteered to hold the throttle, and 


after a slight delay. 
dispatcher said that he had assurances, ifem 
the passenger engineers that sty would not 


Along the line of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul road freight business was completely 
paralyzed and passenger traffic almost sus- 
pended. 

The train of Burlington cars that had been 
shifted upon the Lake Shore track during the 
morning were not touched until well along in 
the afternoon. Finally an order was given by 
the Lake Shore oflicials that the cars be cared 
for and sent along toward their destination in 
the east. Tothe surprise of the company’s 
representatives the order was observed. KN i) 
other Burlington cars were in sight, and there 
was nothing apparent to disturb the serenity 
of the men or their superiors, but the talk of 
the strike was redoubled. 

It came soon ‘to be understood that the cars 
were handled as temporary stuff and that a 
strike might be inaugurated at any moment. 
It was currently rumored at the stock yards 
tonight that all switchmen, engineers aod fire- 
men employed at the Union stock yards and 
Transit company, which has exclusive charge 
of all the cars received at the yards, would go 
out before Monday. The company handled a 
number of Burlington cars today.

How Oross Came to be Made Presi 
dent. 

RALuion, N.C., March 31.—[Special.]—Your 
correspondent learned today some interestin 
facts in regard to the plundered State Nationa 
bank of this city.

THE SICK EMPEROR AND THE DOCTORS 


Mackenzie Getting in the Good Graces of the 
Berliners—The Crisis in Franace— 
Opposition to Floquet.

BERLIN, March °1.—Tie emperor slept eight 
hours last nigt. aimost without abreak. Dar- 
ing his sleep he is watched constantly by either 
Dr. Fovell or Dr. Mackenzio, who, when there 
is any excess of coughing, go to the emperor’s 
assistance. Necessary precaution was scen at 
dawn last Thursday, when the emperor was 
seized with a severe fit of coughing, during 
which a piece of cartilage was detached, 
which, but for the instant assistance of Dr. 
Mackenzie, might have caused suffocation. 
To-day he looked fresh, and according to the 
North German Gazette, was in more buoyant 
spirits, obviously being benefitted by the night 
of complete repose which followed yustorday’s 
drive. His official work today.was ur.v2ually 
prolonged. 

In the forencon Bismarck and. Dr. Fried- 
berg, minister of justice, submitted their re- 
port on the intended political amnesty, which 

it is expected will be issued tomorro'y. Dr. 
Friedberg also submitted the completed pro- 
ject under which all important state questions 
will be determined in the full ministerial coun- 
cil. Bismarck is understood to have finally 
accepted the project, which in its inception he 
disfavored as tending to enfeeble the author- 
ity of the chancelior. The conference lasted 
an hour and a half. The emperor next re- 
ceived Prince Hohnlohe Ingeltingen, who has 
just returned from his mission to King Hum 
bert, from whom he brought an autograph let- 
ter. After luncheon the emperor walked 
with the princesses under shelter of the grand 
front of the orangery. In the afternoon he 
heard the report on the commission relating to 
the new infantry regulations. During a pause 
for repose the doctors examined the emperor’s 
larynx and advised as to his taking a drive. 
The drive lasted an hour. The crowds in- 
creased in dvunsity, it being « legal holiday, 
and the emperor was received with en*usias- 
tic greetings and great hurrans along the 
route, The weather was extremeiy mi!i.

On the contrary, at the last council of min- 
isters and other high officers of state after Bis- 
marck had stated formally and at jength his 
home and foreign policy, the emperor inti- 
mated his entire acquiescence to the policy 
and complete confidence in hi§ great minister. 

The sudden ¢hange in the position of French 
political parties has re-awakened apprehen- 
sions for the immediate future. Boulanger is 
now felt to be no spectral shadow, but a sub- 
stantial force, threatening the peace of Eu- 
rope. Today Paris advices gravely disturbed 
oficial circles. No reliance is placed upon any 
possible ministry that Flouquet, Clemenolan, 
or any other man, may form 
for the maintenance of peace. What Ger- 
many looks forward to is the voice of the 
French nation on the appeal, if the dissolution 
of the chamber produces a strong Boulanger 
party. It will be taken hereas ecuivalent to 
a popular vote—waix, and the convenicace of 
the French to begin it, will not be awaited. 

The bourse, which got a sudden stimulus 
toward buymg Russian securities on hearing 
that Count Herbert Bismarck had been dec- 
orated by the czar, got a quick chill to- 
day over the increased stamp duty 
imposed by Russia on native and 
foreign securities. The edit is had 
to be furtner proof that Russia is on tae brink 
of a financial abyss. The incident of the dec- 
oration of Count Herbert Bismarck was over- 
rated. It wasdone simply in return for the 
compliment of the emperorin conferring the 
decoration of the Black Eagle — Count 
Schoyaloff, Russian ambassador. t is impos- 
sible to overrate the breach of faith toward 
investors in Russian securities by the new 
duty. Russians have collapsed g t Hf, 
leaving off with increased orders to 
sell from all points in Germany. 
Apart from financial surprise, attention has 
been again directed to Russia’s military prepa- 
rations which ocessions renewed distrust. 

Koenz Zeitung dispatches proncunce the 
Russian action imminent. She has tried and 
failed to obtain permission from Koumalia to 
pass troops throughfher territory, but under an 
agreement with the king of Roumalian and 
the Austrian government, if Russia tries to 
force her way, the united armies will re- 
sist the attempt. The czar ha: offered to 
Roumelian government a counter alliance 
promising to add Transylvania to the domin- 
ions of King Charles inevent of ‘he success 
of the campaign. The offer was rejected. 
General Ageziikoff, with headquarters 
at Kaifohereff, commands the advance, 
and, according to the Pesther .ioyd, has 
has already effected the organizaiion of a 
corps to open the campaign in May. The czar 
banquetted General Von Werder tonight as 
envoy of Emperc: Frederick, and will confer 
Pa decoration upon him. Neither ‘conor is of 
special significance. 

Among the piv.cinent defensive measures 
on the German frontier, the war oflice has de- 
cided to construct two new forts at Thorn and 
anothér bridge over the Gistula, near Dir- 
schau, with a strategic railway over the bridge. 
The contractors are instructed to employ only 
German. workmen. Hitherte Russian Poles 
have been employed on fort works in the east. 

The floods in the Weser Elbe and the Eden 
have subsided. The Poles of Posen are sign- 
ing a petition to the land tag praying for the 
closing of the Polish university in Posen. —

SHAKEN FOR NEARLY A YEAR. 


Seismic Disturbances Drive Many Mexicans 
From Their Hemes. 


Noca.es, Ark., March 27.—The recent seige 
mic disturbances and subterranean no 
along the Pacific slope in Mexico have terri« 
fied those who remember the earthquakes of 
last May. The people are moving out of the 
dangerous localities by handreds. Ever siace 
the first severe shock, on May 3, 1887, the 
noises and tremblings have continued with im+ 
creasing violence. ‘The indications of the. 
coming of a serious earthquake or of the burst- 
ing forth of a volcano are shown by the pecu- 
liar moisture of the earth and the 
appearance of ot springs which 
usually prece such ‘starb- 
ances. Wide seams and cracks are numerous. 
inthe mountains, and soveral streams have 
been turned from their courses into these 
chasms. The violence of the most recent 
shocks has been such that several land-slides 
have occurred, and here and there the whole 
side of a mountain hascomedown. Between 
Resepete and Fronteras the ground has opened. 
and then settled and the configuration of the 
country has been entirely changed. In one 
spot the ground rolls like the waves of the sea 
and steam and boiling water are thrown up. 
The crust of the earth is very thin and an 
eruption of voleanic matter is expected at any 
moment. - 

The Mexican scientific expedition, which 
made a careful examination of the scene of 
the old earthquakes, has returned and re- 
pores exhaustively on its discoveries, The 

liefis that the earthquakes will continue 
with increasing force until a volcano breaks 
out. It wasfound that the region of distur- 
bance had been almost deserted. There are a: 
few persons still living in the once populous 
town of Bavispe, but they are in extreme des- 
titution from lack of food and clothes. The 
state government of Sonora has sent a com- 
missary to the old town, and private subscrip- 
tions for clothing have been received. 

The terrors of the earthquakes of last May 
are vividly remembered. One of the severest 
shocks was felt in the City of Mexico, The 
oscillation wasfrom north to south, and the 
duration thirty-five seconds. At 3:05 in the 
morning another shock was felt, the move- 
ment that time being from east to west. It was 
accompanied by an oscillatory motion which 
lasted five seconds. The first shock caused a 
panic insome neighborhoocs. Men, womem 
and children rushed into the streets. The 
shock jangled the bells in the church towers, 
threw articles from shelves and damaged’ 
many buildings. The walls of,the old convent 
of St. Augustine, which was used as a ware- 
house, one of the most massive buildings in 
the city, were cracked and crumbled. The 
first shock was much more severe than the 
second, and many persons were nauseated by 
the unusual movement. It is said that if the 
shock had continued two minutes the whole 
7 would have been in ruins. 

he scismic convulsions were generally felt 
throughout-.the states of Hidalgo, Mexico 
Morelos, Puebla, Flaxcala, Vera Cruz and 
Oaiaca. In the.city of Puebla the shock was: 
very severe, the earth oscillating from north 
tosouth. In Theuacan, state of Puebla, it 
was oscillatory and trepidatory, and several 
shocks were felt. In 'lezcuco, fourteen miles’ 
frem the City of Mexico, the trembling of the 
earth was very strong. In Jalopa there was a 
shock lasting twenty seconds, and twelve 
miles south of this town five distinct 
quakes were felt, following each other 
in rapid succession. Several buildings 
were knocked down in nearly all those 
towns, aud many persons were wounded. Ag 
aqueduct was destroyed and water supplies 
were cut off in several cases. With the earth- 
quake came whirlwinds which tore trees from 
their roots and the air became insufferably hot. 
During the shocks honses swayed like ships at 
sea, and persons arising from their beds were 
unable to keep their feet. Many doors were 
thrown n, glass inthe windows was shat- 
tered, and dogs howled loudly, while horses, 
neighed and stamped. Clocks were stopped 
in nearly every instance. 

The earthquake of last year was not the first 
one in the history of the City of Mexico. The 
heaviest shock in this century was experien 
in 1858. Like that of last year, it happened in 
the night, but was followed by an equally 
severe disturbance nextday. For sovéral days 
people sought refuge in the streets, fearing to 
enter any building. Priortothat there was a 
heavy shock in 1847. In 1864 and again in 
1882 there were severe shocks in the Vity of 
Mexico and the surrounding country, cracking 
the front walls of the parish church and the 
Sagario and the heavy foundations of the Lome 
don bank building. 

Some time after the earthquake of last M 
it was discovered that a small volcano had 
burst forth in the mountains in the interior of , 
Arizona territory. Fortunately the eruption 
was in an uninhabited section, and no damage 
was done to life or property. The brilliant 
illumimation at night and the clouds of smoke 
and ashes which were blown for miles at first 
gave rise to the belief that widespread forest 
fires were burning. Investigation showed that 
not one but several small voleanoes had made 
their appearance simultaneously with the 
earthquake. The whole appearance of the 
interior in some districts was altered. Moun- 
tains were cleft in two, great slices of solid 
rock were broken off and several lofty peaks 
were shaken down. “Old Castle,” «a 
yrominent peak and landmark, swayed 
like the mast of a gigantic ship and snddenl 
disappeared into the plainbelow. Vast clou 
of dust awey* through the valleys, and over- 
hanging shelves and spurs were shaken down 
from the mountain sides. Wide chasms were 
opened in the earth, and the a beds worn 
by the rivers were filled up. At Tombstone. 
lake covering an acre of ground was dried u 
in twenty minutes. Turntables on the ra 
roads were twisted out of shape, and the eme 
bankments of the New Mexiecoand Arizona rail- 
road were moved from their former positions. 
The shocks were felt from San Francisco toa 

int several miles south of the City of Mexico. 

he people were greatly frightened, and in 
many places slept in the streets of the towns 
for several nights, fearing a repetition of the 
shocks. The recent disturbances haye cone 
vinced the scientists that arepetition of the 
horrors of last year is near at hand. Those 
who have returned from the localities where 
the disturbances are the greatest predict @ 
severe earthquake within a month, and ig 
their opinion a voleano is aboutto make its 
appearance.

MY LAST FURLOUGH, 

A Bit of Unpublished History of the Late 

War. 


From the Griffiin, Ga., Sun. 

In April, 1865, I was ona short furlough. 
When I arrived at the depot I was informed 
that Generals Cobb and Forest! were whi 
out of Columbus, Ga., the day before and that 
the federal army was on its wayto Andere 
son ville, to liberate the federal prisoners who 
were confined there, and would soon be im 
Mazon. I wasadvised by my friends not to 
go down asE would be captured. I remarked 
that I was due in Macon next morning, and 
that I had never missed a roll call, 1 would ge 
down and see the thing out. 

So I boarded the train with honest ok 
Mitchell as engineer and the Hon. W. A. H 
conductor. The train waé a little behind time, 
and on arriving at Barnesville we were twenty 
minutes behind. The train from Thomaston 
had arrived with the confederate officers, who 
were fleeing from the fiights of the day before 
at Columbus. But they were in so much haste 
they did not wait for us. General Howell Cobb 
and his staff, consisting of about eight or ten 
men, had left on foot going towards Macon. 
We run about twoor three miles and overtook 
them, counting crossties with their grip sack 


‘in hand. The whistle blew and the train stop- 


ped. Captain Huff got out and laughed at 
them and took them ‘aboard, greatly to their 
gratification. They had left word at Thomas- 
ton for their horses and. baggage to follow om 
after them to Macon. The horses had arrived 
in Barnesville when we got there, showing 
that they had made time from Thomaston. 
Nothing unusual happened before arriving a8 
Macon. 

After leaving the depot I went up to Second 
street, where the confederate government kept 
their liquors and there I saw what bat few 
people ever see—liquors ured out on the 

round until it ran down the street ankle deep. 
? learned that it was emptied out to keep the 
federal army from capturing it. 

There wasa ¢ many dry fellows (?) 
around, some with cups and others with dip- 
pers, but nota drop uid ae Ect for it was 

uatded by soldiers with fixe yonets until 
it was swallowed up by mother earth. 


Dr. Smith Dead. 

Avavusta, Ga, March 31.—-{Special.}—Dr- 
Thomas H. Smith, a well known physician of 
this city, died today at the advanced age of 77 
years. 
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The Georgia Negro in Convention. 

The most important convention of the 
year in Georgia was held ia Macon on Jap- 
wary 25th. 

It was the convention of the ‘‘leading ne- 
groes of Georgia.”” Over 350 were assem- 
bled under this cail and many others who 
thought themselves embraced under the in- 
vitation were unable to get there—notably 
Mr. Floyd Snelson, of Liberty, who informs 
ms that at the Jast moment ‘‘Satan stood in 
his path and forbade,’’ but neglects to state 
what especial shape was taken by Belzebub 
on this deplorable occasion. 

The gathering was representative of the 
gace. Theleading preachers and politicians 
and men of affairs were present. There 
Was no admixture of whites. It was the ne- 
groes in convention dealing with the prob- 
lems of race and adjustment. There was 
some blatherskiting, of course—notably by 
Colonel Pledger, who appears to be more of 
@ politician than a statesman. But in the 
main the convention was orderly, intelli- 
gent, earnest and decorous. The record of 
its proceedings, as printed, will challenge, 
and should command, the sympathetic con- 
sideration of all good citizens. 

The convention presented in formal shape 
the grievances of the negro in Georgia. 
These may be classed as follows, the details 
being printed elsewhere: 

Socr1AL.—That the negro, though charged 
first-class prices on railroads, is often forced 
to ride in the smoking car or second class 
cars. Nothing is said of theaters or hotels, 
and the social question rests by the record 
on equal accommodations for equal money 
on railroads. 

_EpucatTionaAL.—That the state acted un- 
justly in taking the $8,000 annual appropri- 
ation from the Atlanta university without 
applying it elsewhere for negro education, 
and in providing a technological school for 
whites and none for blacks. While ‘‘not* 
demanding co-education of the races,’’ the 
convention refused to commit itself against 
it and upheld the professors of the Atlanta 
university in their reststance to the spirit of 
the Glenn bill. The convention asked for 
public schools nine months in the year and 
indorsed the Blair bill. 

PoriricaL.—That the negro is intimida- 
ted or cajoled at the polls, except where the 
‘white people are divided. To reme.v this 
the convention resolved that each wember 
should pay his own poll tax and get every 
other negro todo the same. That the ne- 
groes should organize in every county, and 
that they should take such stands on public 
issues as would most effectually divide the 
white race. Tables are printed to show 
that the negroes have the-majority in a 
murber of counties and districts, but never 
elect representatives. 

JupICcIAL.—That the negroes with four- 
tenths of the population do not get adequate 
jury representation. That lynchings are 

frequent and almost invariably negroes are 
the victims, and that the penitentiary sys- 
tem is wrong in principle and cruelly ad- 
ministered. It may be remarked that these 

points were more frequently and more ear- 
nestly discussed than any before the con- 
vention. 

MorAL.—That amalgamation with the 
white race, whether legal or illegal, is to be 
deplored in every consideration. It was 
urged that negro men Qgnd together for the 
protection of the virtue of the women of 
their race, ‘‘even of those women,”’’ it is 
added with a touch of pathos, ‘‘who do not 
want their virtue protected.”’ 

‘These are the wrongs under which the 
megro alleges his race still suffers in Geor- 
gia. He moved out, as the convention 
waxed, on lines of. industrial organization 
and co-operation, .but before it waned he 
was back to the story of his grievances. A 
large committee was appointed to lay these 
grievances before the legislature and to urge 
that they be corrected. From the hands of 
this committee they will come into formal 
discussion. We did not see the need of the 
convention and we do not find evidences of 
the unrest and {discontent in the colored 
aasses that the leaders in the convention 
spoke of so repeatedly. Still we have here 
a bill of complaint tendered earnestly and 
in some sort of dignity, and it behooves us 
to meet it with kind and patient considera- 
tion.

@uty than will be ample to cover an increased cost 
of production, which may exist in cousequence of 
she higher rate of wages te this country.’ 

“It is astonishing to see the malignity with which 
some of the democratic papers have attacked Mr. 
Brown for this speech, denying his assertions with 
the greatest emphasis, apparently ignorant of the 
fact that his entire speech was but an amplification

More of Mr. Ingalis* 

By common consent the recent effort of 
Senator John J. Ingalls, of Kansas, in the 
United States senate, in which he not only 
attacked Fresident Cleveland’s personality 
in the most flagrant and vulgar manner, but 
also maligned the honor and denied the he- 
roism of Hancock and McClellan, is recog- 
nized as the monster piece of stupidity of 
the year. 

Even the most aggressive of the organs 
of the party to which the _ senator 
belongs have remained as silent as a 
clam in his defense, recognizing the fact 
that the least said of the matter the bet- 
ter. For his coarse display of billings- 
gate and his unwonted and ungracious at- 
tack on the honor of two distinguished union 
generals, both of whom are now dead, he 
has received the indignant rebuke of his own 
party and has brought the Grand Army of 
the Republic to its feet in angry protest 
against the humiliating charges which he 
makes against their honored dead. His 
abuse of President Cleveland was of too low 
a character to attract attention except for 
the spleen which prompted it and for the in- 
direct assault and jeer at the great mass of 
those in this country who, because being 
humble or unfortunate in not having pos- 
sessed the educational and other advantages 
which the senator from Kansas has enjoyed, 
are paraded by this senator for public pity 
or contempt. 

But the abuse of the living is not like the 
reviling of the dead. Had Senator Ingalls 
confined his calumny only to what he said 
of President Cleveland his effort would have 
been passed as a silly and undignified at- 
tack, the partisan malice of which would 
have been its own answer. But the pains 
which he took, and the circumloeution to 
which he resorted, to heap infamy onthe 
names of Hancock and McClellan 
was the feature which subjected his 
speech to the contempt of _ the 
people of the whole country. Even re- 
publican papers immediately wiped away 
the blot which the highest dignitary in 
their party, the vice-president of the 
United States, had cast on the spotless 
memory Of two of the bravest defenders of 
the union, and veteran posts of the survivors 
of the army in which they had commanded 
lost no time in rebuking the vandal senator. 

But Mr. Ingalls says he has received a 
thousand letters indorsing his speech. Of 
these letters one is given to the public, and 
we presume it is a fair sample of the others. 
It is from a Mr. Samuel W,. Wheeler, of 
Philadelphia, and the letter and its reply 
are published in the Philadelphia papers. 

After telling the senator that ‘‘Your speech 
hit the mark,’’ and that ‘‘the democratic 
Hydra has been touched in its most vulner- 
able point,’’ and that his words have ‘‘made 
the democratic press howl,’’ Mr. Wheeler 
says: ‘‘As I read your words, pregnant 
with truth, my blood tingled with admira- 
tion for the man who dared answer those 
contemptible maligners of our country’s 
greatest heroes.”’ 

No doubt the senator read this sentence 
twice before he replied, and concluded that 
it would be best to say nothing of the refer- 
ence to the ‘‘maligners of our country’s 
greatest’ heroes,’’ which, to say the least of 
it, is most ambiguously put by Mr. Wheeler. 
It will be observed that the senator confines 
his letter of thanks strictly to the justifica- 
tion of his attack on the president, as fol- 
lows: 

VICE-PRESIDENT’S CHAMBER, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
March 12, 1888.—Mr. Samuel W. Wheeler, Philadel- 
phia—My Dear Sir: Accept my thanks for your 
kind and obliging letter of 9th inst. 

When I recall the course of the democratic party 
toward Mr. Lincoln, whom they habitually charac- 
terized asa buffoon and a clown; toward Grant, 
whom they styled a butcher and a drunkard:

Brave to 
a fault, generous, brilliant and witty, he was 
the soul of the camp fire. He became 
captain of Company Bin the 
Nineteenth Georgia and in_ the _ Jast 
fight of the war at Bentonville, had his leg 
broken. He lay wounded in Raleigh, N, C., 
for five months, during which time nd 
Johnson had surrendered. From the effects of 
that wound he has never fully recovered. 

At the close of the war he returned to At- 
lanta, and succeeded his emplvuyer in business, 
and began to build up the enormous business 
that has since made his name esteemed and 
beloved in social and commercial circles all 
over the country.

The Curfew in England. 

EpitTors CONSTITUTION: What was the cur- 
few bell? INQUIRER, 

The curfew is said to have been introduced into 
England by William the Conqueror. By that mon- 
arch it was ordained, under scvere penalties, when 
the curfew beli rang eight o'clock in the evening all 
lights and fires should be extinguished. There are 
those who hold that this was merely the enforcing 
of an existing and very common police regulation 
to that effect. The absolute prohibition of lights af- 
ter the ringing of the curfew bell was abolished by 
Henry I., in the year1100, but the practice oftollin: 
a bell at a fixed hour in the evening was continued, 
and this, which is stillextant in some places, is a 
survival of the curfew of medizxval times. At 
first the common hour was seven o'clock, 
then it was gradually advanced to eight, and in 
some places to nine o'clock; indeed, in Scotland, 
ten o'clock was not an unusual hour. The curfew 
was a regulation most useful in those early days, 
when it was the custom to place the fire ina hole 
in the middle of the floor, under an opening in the 
roof, to allow the escape of the smoke. When the 
family retired for the night the fire was extin- 
guished by covering it up; hence the term 
couvrefeau, or curfew. The regulation was also 


‘serviceable in obliging the people to keep in their 


houses, and thus preventing night broils in the 
street. It is believed there is no historical author- 
ity for the popular tradition that the severity ex- 
hibited by the Congeror, in enforcing obedience to 
the curfew, was more particularly designed to pre- 
vent the English from assembling in secret to plan 
schemes of rebellion against ther Norman lords,

A large number of 
tents will be put up for those whoprefer camp- 
ing outs. Tents are very popular at the other 
Chantauquas. Dr. Vincent himself lives ina 
tent the whole season at the New York Chaut- 
auqua. Tents are furnished with floors and 
partigions and are just as comfortable as houses. 
The calculation is to have accommodations for 
2,500 to 3,000 people in the hotels, cottages an 
tents by the time the Chautauqua opens.’’

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TIN THINGS. — 


How They Are Made Nowadays; 
and What Makes Them. 


A Coffee Pot Made From Sheet Tin in Five 
Minutes—No Such Thing as Skilled 
Labor—Facts About Tin. 


There is a new enterprise in Atlanta—a 


Jace where coffee pots or tin cups or milk | 


is can be made from the sheet tin almost as 
rapidly as the newspapers are printed from 
jank paper. 
gt the sor thing of the kiud in the south. 
“Common,” said Mr. A. P. Stewart yester- 
day, “and I'll show you how tin things are 
made now.” 
_ The first thing an average observer would 
notice is that the workmen are all boys. Ex- 
cept the foreman andone other man, there is 
not a workman in the shop that seems to he 
older than fifteen or sixteen. 
The features one is most apt to notice next 
is the general harmony with which everything 


és working.

“No, they are Atlanta boys,” said Mr. Stew- 
art, ‘and until three weeks ago not ofie of 
them ever saw the inslde of a tin shop. 

“And what about ed labor ?’’ 

“There is no such thihg.” 

Mr. Stewart led the way to the end of the 
room next to Broad street, 

“Now,” said he, “here’s where je start to 
make coffee pots. One of those sheets of tin 
is taken from the box, and with the ‘shears’ is 
cut into shape, just as paper wads are cut. You 
see the lever rises just slowly enough for a new 

e of tin to be placed under it, and at each 
stroke it cuts out a pattern like that.” 

The pattern was very{much llke the paper 

of acheap spread fan. Then that piece 
of tin is carried to the ‘‘notcher,”’ where it is 
“notched” at each coryer, and the holes 
nched in the sides, there, where the spout 
ts afterward. All that is done by one stroke 
of a lever and the flat piece is then ready for 
the “roller,’’ where it is ‘formed up.”’ The 
flat piece becomes bent into a cylindrical 
shape, and the two opposite short sides almost 
uch. 
Then it goes to the “‘edging machine,” and 
gn each of the short edges a hook flange is 
made, the two flanges being bent in opposite 
directions, so the edges can be hooked together. 

After the hook flanges are put on by thie 
machine, the two tides are hooked by hand, 
and the piece of tin begins to look like a coffee 
pot. There is as yet neither top nor bottom, 
spout nor handle, hardly more, in fact, than a 

te of tin bent into shape, but the shape is 
rfect- 

Then the loosely-joined cone-cylinder is 
slipped over the “horn press” and ‘*erooved’’ 
—this isa powerful pressure brought to bear 
along the line whereythe edges are joined and 
the flanges are crushed together. The cylin- 
der can be dropped on the floor or subjected to 
a heavy tension and will not come apart. 

Then the top of the cylinder is ‘‘wired”’ by 
machinery, for which purpose it is ‘slipped 
pver a vertical born, exactly inthe shape of 
the cylinder, sinaller at the top than at the 
bottom. Thetin cylinder projects above the 
top ofthe horn about a third of an inch. 
Just over the horn iIs_— an _ iron 
block, the bottom having a 
groove that will just fit over the cylindcr 
when lowered. The sides of the circular 
groove in the block are themselves. grooved. 
As will be remembered the cylender was 
“notched’’ at each corner, and when the flat 
pieces were rolled into a cylinder, there is at 
the top and botcom of the line of juncture, 
a V shaped cut which enables the 

*bottom of the rim to be rolled back as far ds 
the V shaped cut without tearing or breaking. 

A little boy presses the lever, the block 
comes down on the cylinder, the projecting 
rim of the cylinder is ‘bent by the grooves and 
crushed by the pressure, and when the block 
is raised there is no V-shaped cut at the top. 
The rim has been neatly rolled into an imnita- 
tion wire. 

There is a V-shaped cut still at the bottom 
and when it passes to the next machine, the 
flanging machine, and as far up as the point 
of the: V the bottom is flanged. : 

Then a circular piece of ,tin is placed, the 
flangs at the big end of the cone-cylinder, the 
eoffee pot begins spinning rapidly around, 
first one grooved bobbin is pressed against 
the perimeter of the circular piece, and it is 
rolled up with the flange, then another grooved 
bobbin, which rolls it tighter and further, and 
the bottom is on. 

It is almost a coffee pot. 

A little boy solders the seam and the bottom, 
and one by one the ‘‘trimmings’’—the handle, 
lid and spout are soldered on. These are cut 
out, bentinto shape, the handle is ‘“‘wired,’’ 
while the cyjender is being cut and bent, and 
the work of soldering is very rapid. 

The coifee pot is complete—a work of fiye 
minutes. 

“And what about the cups and pails, and 
other tin things?’’ 

“Oh, we have shears that clip out those pat- 
terns just as rapidly as these are cut, and they 
are made in exactly the same way. You see, 
one week we are making coffee pots, the next 
we are making cups or pails or pans.” 

It is a triumph in machine work. The 
whole thing is machinery. The engine runs 
itself,a satety engine, only a little boy is 
needed to put in a shovelfull of coal occasion- 
ally. The boys are machines. The whole 
thing is one perfect machine. 

“What do you do with the scraps?’ the 
foreman was asked. 

_*“The larger scraps are used to make small 
tin boxes, like suutf boxes and those used for 
medicines. When not large enough for that 
they are used for the bottoms and tops of these 
emali boxes. The very small ones, as small as 
three-fourths of an inch square, are used for 
‘eats’ on tin pails, that is the little pieces 
with ahele in which the handle is hooked. 
So you see there is very little waste. Now, in 
Biew days, a shipment from England will 
reach us, plates of a calculated size, and al- 
mgst nothing will be wasted. In this country 
_ are obliged to take plates of certain fixed 

izes. 

*‘Is all the tin imported ?” 

“Yes. The tin mines are in Ehgland and 
Wales, with inferior gnes in Australia. ‘Tin 
has-been found in the Black Hills in Dakota 
and elsewhere in this country, but we lack the 
Bkilled labor, the metal and the machinery. I 
say the metal, because it is in small quanties 
and usually inferior to that of Europe.” 

“How much is tin worth ?”’ 

“Depends on the quality. The body of a tin 
sheet is a thin iron. “This is thoroughly 
cleansed, aipeet into an acid solution, then 
ne pot of melted tin, The tin adhears to 

prepared furface. Thetin plated iron is 
rubbed over with tallow, and then run be- 
tween rollers in order to make the layer of tin 
compact and uniform. The iron sheet is first 
annucaled with coke or charcoal, the tin made 
of iron prepared with coke being cheaper. Now 
@“box’’ usually contains 112 plates, and a 
mae plate 14 by 20 inches exactly enough 
make a four-quart coffee pot, if bought in 
quantity, costs about five cents. A few 
Months ago tin was cheaper than ever known 
before, but a French syndicate now controls 
the tin trade of the world, and the price of tin 
aff advanced.

HE IS_IN JAIL. 


The Boy Who Killed His Brother 
Surrenders 


And Acknowledges the Crime—The Good 
Lord Told Him to Come Back—The 
Wounded Boy Still Alive. 


Neil Starks,the negro boy who sent a double 
handful of squirrel shot through his brother’s 
face, causing instant death, and at the same 
time inflicting ugly and deathly wounds upon 
Tom Crowley, a kinsman, is now confined in 
the Fulton county jail. 

The prisoner gave himself up. 

Early yesterday morning Corencr Haynes 
paid a visit tothe scene of the murder, and 
under the peachtree found the dead boy. Over 
the boy was the mother, weeping, and Dr. 
Dennis, the minister, praying. The coroner 
organized a jury of inquest and began an in- 
quiry. 

The evidence adduced before the jury was 
in accordance with the story printed in the last 
isssue of THE CONSTITUTION and a verdict of 
“death at the hands of his brother,’’ was the 
result. Immediately after arriving at the con- 
ciusion Coroner Haynes called at police head- 
quarters and reported what he had ascertained. 

The report was no new light on the subject. 

Soon after the coroner went away, the 
‘phone at police headquarters rang and 

yall Officer Thepanietin answered. The oflicer 
was then informed that a house in Rey- 
noldstown was surrounded at that time by law 
abiding citizens and that inside the house Neil 
Starks was secured. The information was 
transmitted to the sheriff’s office and Deputy 
Sheriff Perkerson was sent out to the place to 
make the arrest. The deputy called at police 
headquarters and Acting Chief Couch went 
along with him. Soon alter the officers 
reached Keynold’s store a gang of a hundred 
péople surrounded the carriage, all eager and 
willing to pilot the party to tle house. 

‘Oh, he’s there,’’ said some one. 

“How do you know?” asked the deputy 
sheriff. ; 

@‘‘I have seen him,’’ was the answer; “‘and 
his uncle had him hid in an orchard.”’ 

The deputy drove on and when near the 
house saw a large crowd, The driver sent his 
wagon into the very midst of the gang and 
stopped. Then Deputy Perkerson and the 
acting chief got out. They started towards 
the house, but before going a dozen steps were 
met by an old gray haired negro leading a boy 
by the hand. As the two parties met the old 
man said: 

“‘Here’s the boy youre looking for.”’

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THE TEACHERS’ MEETING. 


Interesting Papers. Read and Discussed by 
‘the Pedagoguts. 

The normal class of teachers, composed of 
those who teach in theprimary de nt of 
the public schools of Atlanta, held a meeting 
en amg morning in the Girls’ High School 

uilding. 


Besides the members of the class, 
there was a very good attendance. 
Superintendent Slaton presided over the 
meeting. He*found it hard, he afterward con- 
fessed, to curl the loquacious menibers, half a 
dozen of whom tried to be heardat once. The 
chairman infimated that he would have to pro- 
cure a larger and heavier gayel; he also took 
occasion toadvise each member to buy a man- 
ual on parfamentary usage. A gentleman 
present suggested to.the amiable superintend- 
ent that this training would qualify him to 
serve as chairman of a political convention. 
~ There were read three thoughtful papers, 
which were. productions of an earnest discus- 
sion, participated in by five or six the members. 

Miss Annie Ingraham read a paper ex plana- 
tory of the “Quincy method” of teaching 
arithmetic. Seme {fof the 
mended this method and others condemed it. 

Mrs. Walsh read an essay on spelling. She 
held that anybody could become a good 
speller with proper training. The trainin 
ought to start early. Pronunciation and syl- 
labalism should be taught with great care to 
children. 

Several of the teachers took issue. Mrs. 
Walsh, which others sustained her. One of 
them expressed the opinion thata good speller 
was born, and not made; thatitisa gift and 
notan acquirement to spell accurately. Mrs. 
Walsh insisted upon her proposition, and 
maintained that the old methou of teaching 
spelling has not been improved upon in, these 
latter days. 

Miss Emma Tuller gave a short extempora- 
neous talk upon the popular method of teach- 
ing children turead intelligibly. She gave 
illustrations of the emphasis of force, of the 
slide and of time. She then required the 
children to give readings from pieces she had 
selected. 

These classes grow in interest. The attend- 
anceis always large. The exercises are in- 
ave enjoyed heartily by the 
teachers and the visitors.
